To  the  Shepley  Urban  District  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

1  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  ended  31st  December,  1937 — 

Statistics  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  Area, 

Area- — 1,247  acres. 

Population — The  ReRistrar-General’s  estimate  of  resi¬ 
dent  population  for  1937,  is  1,572. 

The  Total  Number  of  Inhabited  Houses  according 
to  the  Rate  Book  at  the  end  of  1937  was  526. 

The  Rateable  Value  of  the  District  is  ^7,728,  and 
the  sum  represented  by  a  Penny  Rate  is  ^29/14/ 11. 

Social  Conditions — The  area  is  situated  in  the  midst  of 
the  woollen  manufacturing  districts,  and  most  of  the  inhabitants 
are  employed  in  the  mills.  There  are  several  stone  quarries, 
which  give  employment  to  a  certain  number  of  the  male 
population,  and  others  are  employed  in  the  collieries  which  are 
situated  in  adjoining  districts.  There  is  also  a  large  brewery  in 
which  many  are  employed  in  various  capacities.  There  is  also 
a  small  amount  of  farming  done,  but  the  farms  are  not  of  great 
extent.

About  108  privies 
and  3  pail  closets  are  at  premises  where  sewers  or  water  supply 
are  not  available  or  suitable  for  the  installation  of  the  water- 
carriage  system.

Scavenging — This  work  is  under  the  control  of  the 
Surveyor  and  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  workmen  and 
hired  team  labour. 


R.\G  Flock  Acts.  1911  and  1928.  There  are  no  premises 
in  the  district  where  rag  flock  is  manufactured,  used  or  sold. 

Milk  Supply — The  bulk  of  the  supply  is  produced  within 
the  area.  There  are  still  only  two  producers  of  Designated  milk. 
Generally  the  cowsheds  have  been  maintained  in  a  satisfactory 
condition. 

The  sampling  of  designated  milk  is  carried  out  by  the 
County  Authorities. 

Veterinary  examination  of  the  cows  has  been  carried  out 
on  three  occasions  by  a  County  Council’s  Veterinary  Officer, 
Only  one  cow  was  dealt  with  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order. 
This  cow  was  notified  by  the  owner. 

Meat  Inspection — This  is  carried  out  whenever  possible 
at  the  time  of  slaughter.  The  bulk  of  supply  is  from  animals 
slaughtered  in  the  district.  The  premises  where  “made  up” 
foods  are  prepared  are  maintained  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 
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Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933. — The  nomber  of 
licenced  slaughtermen  is  six.  Sheep  are  included  as  animals  to 
which  section  1  applies  with  respect  to  the  use  of  a  mechanically 
ooerated  stunning  instrument.  No  contraventions  of  the  Act 
have  been  found. 

Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act. — Admistration 
is  carried  out  by  the  County  Food  and  Drugs  Officer  and  the 
following  particulars  have  been  supplied  by  him  of  samples  taken 
for  analysis — Milk  6,  Other  Foods  1.  No  cautions  or  pro¬ 
secutions  were  necessary. 

Water  Supply — The  principal  supply  is  from  the 
Huddersfield  Corporation’s  mains  but  about  40  houses  in  the 
higher  part  of  the  Township  above  the  scope  of  this  system  are 
served  by  a  piped  supply  from  a  private  undertaking  owned  by 
a  local  Brewery  Company.  About  14  houses  have  private 
piped  supplies  and  16  houses  are  served  by  private  and  public 
wells. 

Housing  Act,  1936  (Overcrowding  Provisions). — It 
is  a  requirement  of  the  Act  that  every  rent  book  or  similar 
document  used  in  relation  to  a  working  class  dwelling-house  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  landlord  thereof  shall  contain  a  ‘  summary” 
in  the  prescribed  form  of  sections  58,  59  and  61,  of  the  Act  and 
a  statement  of  the  “  permitted  number”  of  persons  in  relation 
to  the  bouse.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Local  Authority  upon  the 
application  of  the  landlord  or  occupier  of  a  dwelling-house,  to 
supply  a  written  Statement  of  the  “  permitted  number  ”  in 
relation  to  the  house.  The  work  of  measuring  up  the  houses 
in  order  to  supply  this  information  is  still  proceeding. 

The  “  appointed  day  ”  for  the  commencement  of  these 
provisions  was  fixed  in  this  area  for  the  1st  July.  1936,  requiring 
the  entries  in  the  rent  books  to  be  made  by  the  1st  Jan.  1937.
